When 
he was not engaged in racing 
other sport, Boyer was the Detroit 
Police Department's instructor 
jay drivers sentenced to he 
“Boyer School” by the municipal 
courts. Boyer was the son of the 
head of a nationally known indus- 
try, but the thrill of racing held 
him to the speedways in spite of his 
father’s plea to become his asso- 
ciate in business. 

Boyer died a few moments after 
his car turned over on the Altoona 
(Pa.) speedway in the 250-mile 
championship classic on Labor day, 
and a career that was filled with 
spectacular drifing was brought to 
a close. 

A Death in Each Altoona Race. 

The Altoona speedway has s*aged 
only three events and each has 
been marred by accident. At the 
opening on Labor day, 1923, “'tLow 
dy” Whlilcox, the favorite of Ip- 
dianapolis classics for muaay years, 
was killed. In the second even!, 
in June, 1924, Jerry Wondertich. 
another old-timer, was Fferiousiy 
injured.

Philip Barry Puts 
‘On New Play, | 
“The Youngest”

NEW YORK, Dec. 27. 


HAVE never quite understood 
| why it was essential that a 

play should havea story. I am 
using ‘‘story” in the sense of a 
tale that has a beginning and an 
end. To be specific, let us sup- 
pose that the two chief characters 
in a comedy are a young man and 
@ young woman and that much of 
the play is given over to scenes in 
which the young woman makes 
love to the young man oor the 
other way round. Now, is it 
wholly necessary that we in the 
audience should receive a definite 
announcement that these two 
characters are going to marry im- 
mediately after the final curtain? 

I don’t think so. It seems to me 
as if the evening might end profit- 
ably even if the playright finished 
off his play without having said 
any more than, “Maybe Oswald 
and June are going to get mar- 
ried, but I can’t say for sure. 
Your guess is just as good ag mine 
as far as that goes.” 


A Mendacious Formula. 

ERY often I feel able to g0 
V away from the theater with 

"the issue thus left in doubt. I 
rather like to think of a play as 
continuing after the final curtain 
and of the characters as going on 
to meet all sorts of fortune, good 
and bad. ‘They lived happily ever 
after” is not a soothing message 
for me to take out into the night. 
I don’t believe it. In such cases I 
have the feeling that the dramat- 
ist is lying. Moreover, I often 
believe that he has come around 
to this convenient formula simply 
because the hour 1s near 11 and 
there are people tin the audience 
who have to commute to suburban 
points. 


@ WhenI write a comedy the ¢ur- 


tain is going to come down in the 
middle of a scene. The hero or 
heroine will be talking with great 
animation when, like a big shears, 
the curtain will cut them off in 
mid-career. That audience will be 
able to go away thinking of these 
people as live and earnest individ- 
uals still rolling about the world, 
and static in no groove of finality. 
Generally speaking, it {s a re- 
proach to say of a play, “It has 
good talk.’’ This seems to suggest 
that it is lacking in other respects 
and that good talk fs not enough. 
Conversation ought to be an end in 
itself. Anyone of us would go joy- 
fully to a party if he knew beyond 
a doubt that there he would hear 
animated, and shrewd, and amus- 
ing conversations’ about life and 
things in general during the entire 
course of the evening. The guest 
at such a party would not be likely 
to complain that all the talk led 
to nothing and that it digressed 
and turned this way and that with- 
out logical scheme. 
(lever First Act. 
UT when a play falls to leave 
RB behind it some definite pattern 
there is always criticism and 
resentment. I have in mind at the 
moment Philip Barry’s new play, 
“The Youngest,” which was pre- 
sented Monday night at the Gaiety, 
with Henry Hull and Genevieve 
Tobin at the head of the cast. 
Throughout the first act practically 
nothing happened and that was 
excellent. A number of amusing 
and interesting people loled about 
and conversed. Not all of them 
were bona fide human beings, but 
even the slightly artificial ones had 
clever things to say—-which was 
enough to justify their existence.

The first Dakota winter must have made itself 


a memory for Martha Ostenso. Blizzard and 
muddy thaw; cows bellowing by ponds frozen 
to the bottom and horses spraddiing on icy 
roads: talk of hay and corn-fodder shortage, 
trips in a farm wagon to town for food; warm- 
ing frosty bridle bits by light of lantern in 
the early morning—jolting over miles of 
frozen ruts—a confusing but vivid atmosphere 
for a child, who has a liking for fairy stories. 

The thrifty Norwegian settler in South Da- 
kota puts up a shack of boards and tar paper, 
banked with sod, for his family. He digs an 
underground stable for his stock and hauls 
water fer miles against the day when he can 
afford to sink a well or dig a pond. His fight 
is desperate the first years, he literally bur- 
rows and clings to his claim or farm. - Or 
else he gives up and hires out as @ farmhand, 
sometimes working as a tenant for some coun- 
tryman already. established.

Some chil- 
dren answered “Ay see cat.” 
could say “I see the cat” clearly and distinct- 
ly. If she enunciated too automatically, that 
was due to learning words and phrases by 
memory at home. This labored enencia- 
tion has always remained with her, a remind- 
er of the more facile tongue she brought to 
America. 

So well did she learn English that when she 
was 11 years old she wrote a composition for 
the juvenile section pf tie rural edition of 
the Minneapolis Journal. The essay ran near- 
'y a column and she was paid for it. But 
Martha was proudest because the editor had 
signed her name, “Martha Ostenso, 11 years 
old,” in” black letters. Her mother was 
proud, too, passing the paper among friends 
with delighted ja-ja-ja’s, and a copy went back 
to the old country to demonstrate ta the rela- 
tives what a finé American Martha Ostense 


had become.

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After graduating from the University of

She saw poor 
farmers in her community fighting in the fall 
to get their land plowed against drouth that 
baked the soll and the approaching winter 
that would freeze it.

HE tragedy and mystery of ancient 
Carthage have at last been exposed. A 
young VTolish nobleman, fired with 
both romantie and scientific zeal, has 
just succeeded in uncovering the 
charred remains of a city whieh once 
glittered as the pride of the blue Med- 
iferranean. Carthage, dominating the Gulf of Tunis 
from its promontory heighis, was at one time the 
center of the world’s commerce and the capital of 
the Phoenician Empire, which controlled all ef 
Northern Africa. 

The city was the seene of barbaric sp! 
riot of power, niagnificence and luxury. Its wide 
avenues and proud buildings resounded with the 
deep voices of warriors and swarmed with jeweled, 
perfumed women. 

It was also the seene of hinrribie. grewsome pazan 
rites: here were temples of the goddess Tanit. the 
touch of whose veil meant death, and of Moloch, the 
brazen, bull-headed colossus, into whose blazing 
breast were thrust living children. Here unsuccegs- 
ful Generals were publicly crucified, tortured with 
hot iron and jets of boiling oil, and forced to watch 
their children being slowly roasted to death at the 
Blake. 

This was the city of Hannibal, one of the greatest 
military geniuses of all times, at whose name proud 
Romans quaked with fear. This was finally the 
scene of terrible slaughter, rapine, plunder and con- 
flagration. A eity of unparalleled brilliance, of un- 
speakabie horror. 

And now, for the last five years, 
Khun de Prorok, son-in-law of W. 
orary Deputy Fire Chief of New York City, heading 
a party of archeologists, has been digging into the 
mass of cinders, blackened stones, broken glass, 
fragments of metal twisted by fire, and half-caleined 
bones that lies buried several feet under the ancient 
site. As director of excavations under the joint aus- 
pices of the Service des Antiquities of the French 
Government and of Harvard University, assisted by 
Father P. Delattre, the well-known antiquary, De 
Prorok has brought to light the remains of a huge 
elephant stable, of a terra-cotta pipe organ, of a 
lady's boudoir built of iridescent glass, of a pipes 
(probably really used for smoking tobacco), bronze 
hand wmirrors, lipsticks and rouge, perfumed face 
lotions and powders, vaporizers and earrings that 
dripped perfumes through tiny holes in their hol- 
jow pearis. He has found seven beautiful mosaics 
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—red, green, blue, white—seores of ancient weap-.

God. the Almighty Ruler of storme and the 
beneficent guardian of His chosen min'sters. would 
keep him safe and land him somewhere in the Orient, 
from which point he could proceed by land to Pa!- 
estine. to Jerusalem, the Holy City, to Dethlenhem, to 
Nazareth. 

Sparks had inclosed the deck completely, leaving 
but a small hatcehway through which to enter and 
emerge from his “eabin.” In the cabin he had 
stowed 80 gallons of water and about a ton of 
canned foods. And, even as dia Richard Coeur de 
Leon, this Crusader went forth armed upen his mis- 
sien. He was provided with a shotgun. an old cav- 
alry saber and a detached infantry bayonet 

A considerable crowd, some protesting, 
jesting, saw the Crusader off on his voyage. 
the ninth day of last January. Sparks botsted sail 
and set out directly westward. He had ‘a compas 
and twe ocean charts.

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Joseph Pulitzer as a St. Louisan at the age of 21. 


ATE in the evening of Oct. 10, 1865, a tall, 

slim youth reached East St. Louis from 

New York. He was exactly 18 and a half 

years old. One year earlier he had en- 

/ listed as a Union soldier in the Civil War. 

Serving as a cavalryman until the war 

elosed, he had learned to love horses and 

horseback riding. Though he knew it not, he was 

on the edge of learning something about Missouri 

mules; but he never learned to love those celebrated 

natives of what for the next 18 years was to be his 
adopted State. 

The young fellow was traveling light, very light 
indeed. Somebody in the East had stolen his old 
blue army overcoat with its picturesque cape. The 
sole article of value left in his possession, a fine 
silk ‘handkerchief, he had sold for 75 cents to supply 
food for the journey to St. Louis. He never told 
how he made the trip, but a stream of out-of-lucks 
worked their way on the bumpers of-freights cars 
and by chance lifts on the expresses, according to 
the biographer of this ex-soldier, as told signifi- 
cantly in the sentence immediately preceding the 
statement that “at any rate he reached East St. 
Louis.” 

“It was cold, with a sleety rain falling,’ continues 
Don C. Seitz in his new book, “Joseph Pulitzer— 
His Life and Letters” (Simon & Schuster, New 
York). ‘“‘He did not know that a river had to be 
crossed to reach the city of his desire, and was ap- 
palled to find a wide stream barring the way. From 
the railroad yard he stumbled to the Wiggins Ferry. 
Here is his version of what followed: 

‘‘*There was no bridge across the Mississippi. Pas- 
sengers had to cross on a ferryboat, for which an 
extra charge was made. I don’t remember how much 
the charge was, but it made no difference, for I 
had not a cent. I was hungry, and I was shivering 
with cold. I had no dinner, no overcoat. The lights 
of St. Louis looked like a promised land to me. 

“*But how to get across the river was a problem. 
A ferryboat came into the slip. I edged my way 
down to the gates, hoping something might turn up 
to help me. Two deckhands of the ferryboat came 
to the end of the boat near the gates. I heard them 
speak in the German language. I ventured to call 
out to them in German. What I said I don’t recall, 
but one of them came up to the gate and I got to 
talking with him, finally asking if there was any 
way I could get aboard and cross the river. 

“*He said one of the firemen had quit and they 
might need a man in his place. He went to the en- 
gineer, who came and asked whether I could fire a 
boiler. I said I could. In my condition I was willing 
to say anything and do anything. He said he would 
take me and opened the gate, letting me on the boat. 
The boiler was on the open deck. He put a shovel 
in my hand and told me to throw some coal on the 
fire. I opened the firebox door and a blast of fiery 
hot air struck me in the face. At the same time a 
blast of cold driven rain struck me in the back. I 
was roasting in front and freezing in the back. But 
I stuck to the job and shoveled coal as hard as I 
could, 

“*I don’t remember how many trips back and 
forth across the river I made that night, but the 
next day I went ashore and walked the streets of 
St. Louis. I still have a painful recollection of firing 
that ferryboat with its blasts of hot afr in my face 
and the rain and snow beating down on my back.’ ” 

Though he became a great newspaper man and a 
stanch stickler for accuracy of statement, it is high- 
ly probable that Mr. Pulitzer’s memory was at fault 
when-he mentioned the snow. As we who live in 
this vicinity know, Oct. 10 is a bit early for snow.

“The captain, not liking his looks,” 
rejected him,’ says Mr. Seitz. ‘‘Dis- 
gusted and discouraged, he returned 
to New York. One of the difficulties 
about finding work in that city, be- 
side the superabundance of soldiers, 
was his lack of English speech. There 
were too many like him to be ab- 
sorbed. Realizing that he must learn 
the tongue to get on, he determined 
to strike out into the interior, where 
he would not hear German, but would 
be compelled to use English. Some- 
one, evidently a joker, now told the 
boy to try St. Louis, as there were 
no Germans there. He was properly 
astonished, as may well be conceived, 
to find it overwhelmingly German, 
but this fact was to turn his fortunes, 
as the event proved.” 
After walking the streets of St. 
Louis the day following his ferryboat 
firing, young Pulitzer scanned the 
“‘want’’ advertisements of the West- 
liche Post. There was an advertise- 
ment for a hostler for the mules 
quartered in the Government service 
at the old Benton Barracks. An ex- 
cavalryman was preferred, it was 
stated. Ex-Cavalryman Pulitzer got 
the job. “He was given the place as 
caretaker for 16 mules of the Missou- 
ri temperament. ‘I still remember 
those mules,’ he remarked long after- 
ward. ‘Never in my life did I have 
a more trying task. The man who 
has not cared for 16 mules does not 
know what work and troubles are.’” 
He could stand the mules, how- 
ever, but not the Benton Barracks 
food, which he described as “hor- 
rible.” After two days he resigned 
his first Missouri job 
and tramped back to 
the city. °The ferry- 
boat .engineer gave 
him temporary work at 
operating the gates. 
Next he found a place 
on a steamboat plying 
between St. Louis and 
Memphis. Cholera was 
raging in the Tennes- € 
see city, and between SaaS: 
trips he aided in car- ee 
ing for the dead. His rei 
next job was that of a 
roustabout on the 
levee at St. Louis, un- 
loading steamboats. 
The boss didn’t like 
the idea of a white 
boy, slender and deli- 
cate in appearance, 
rolling bales and bar- 
rels with negroes: so 
he set’the lad to check- 
ing the _ deliveries. 
Here for the first time 
Joseph Pulitzer 
evinced his executive 
ability. 


“Getting the knack ——— 
of it, he took to steve- : 
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doring himself and operated a small gang 
with living profit. The work was desul- 
tory, and to eke out a livelihood he hired 
a livery hack and drove it for a time to 
the ferry landing. He even tried his hand 
as waiter in a restaurant, the experiment 
lasting but one day, however, the nervous 
landing of a beefsteak upon a customer’s 
head terminating the engagement. 


“In this fashion he struggled along for 
weeks, doing any odd jobs that came to 
hand. Among others, he worked on a build- 
ing conStruction, where, the foreman fall- 
ing ill, his pay was not forthcoming on 
the day it fell due, which happened also 
to be the date when he should have paid 
his board. Ashamed to face his hostess 
without funds, he did not’ return to his 
lodging, but ‘slept out’ all night. He had 
but 10 cents in his pocket, which he in- 
vested in apples. The next day the money 
was paid and he returned to his room. 
When he explained his absence, the land- 


lady roundly scolded him for his sensitive- 
ness.’’ 


Between jobs the youth haunted the 
Mercantile Library rooms, reading omniv- 
orously. He would be found waiting on 
the steps for the library to open in the 
morning, and he had to be driven out when 
it closed in the evening. Mr. Seitz empha- 
sizes the young man’s thirst for knowledge. 
Not long after coming to St. Louis the fu- 
ture journalist met Prof. Thomas David- 
son, “then an instructor in the St. Louis 
High School, a Scotchman of marvelous 
learning: indeed, one of the foremost 
minds of the day. The greed of the youth 
for education pleased Davidson, who was 
a littlé the elder and a born pedagocue. 
He responded liberally to the yearning 


with an outpouring from a mind crammed 

with knowledge. Night and Sunday ‘Joe’ 

would lie on the hed in his room. or that 

of the professor, while Davidson transferred intelli- 
gence in colossal quantities. He literally knew 
everything! The friendship with Davidson remained 
Mr. Pulitzer’s closest relationship until the wise and 
Kindly professor left this life at Cambridge, Mass., 
Sept. 14, 1900.” 

Young Pulitzer played chess with Dr. Emil 
Preetorious and Carl Schurz, who conducted 
the Westliche Post, the leading Gerinan daily 
paper, and with other educated Germans “who 
Dilayed that intellectual game.” “This gave 
him an entrance into German society. slight 
but destined to become the road to fortune.” 
But prior to the chess-playing period he had 
worked for some weeks serving papers for 
lawyers having offices at Fifth (now Broad- 
way) and Market streets. Among these were 
William Patrick and Charles P. Johnson. The 
latter then was Circuit Attorney: later he be- 
came Lieutenant-Governor. These two were 
his steadfast backers. One tenant of the build- 
ing was an eminent surgeon of the time, Dr. 
Joseph Nash McDowell. 


“During the terrible cholera of 1866, which 
devastated the city, at the instante of Dr. 
McDowell the jack-of-all-trades assumed the 
wardenship of Arsenal Island, where many of 
the dead were buried. He took his belong- 
ings and a few books to the island and re- 
mained on duty as an officer of the Depart- 
ment of Health until the plague subsided, 
when he returned to the city and resumed his 
uncertain career.” 

Space in this journal, founded by the sub- 
ject of the biography now under review, is 
too limited to permit mention of all the jobs 
the “jack-of-all-trades” tackled before his un- 
certain career became certain. But it seems 
impossible to omit the journeys of the 19-year- 
old Joseph Pulitzer through the wilds of South- 
ern Missouri. It was necessary to record in 12 
counties the charter of the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railroad (now the Frisco). Young Pulitzer 
was engaged. 

“In company with a negro companion, both 
riding horseback, he cruised the country, learn- 
ing the articles of incorporation by heart, so 
that he wrote them into the county records 
from memory.. The hardships were great in the 
ill-favored land. Fording the Gasconade River 
at a flood, the negro and both horses were 
swept away and drowned. Having breasted the 
Danube in his boyhood, the youth made the 
shore, clinging to a a that held his 
doeuments. In this manner he completed his 
task, to the high satisfaction of his employers, 
and upon the foundation of the charter thus 
laid the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
exists today.” 

The adventurous youth began to fit himself 
for the bar, taking desk room in the building 
where his legal friends were located. He made 
liberal use of William Patrick’s law books. 
“Having ‘found himself,’ as the saying goes, 
he determined to become an American eiti- 
gen and was duly naturalized in the ‘Saint 
Louis Court of Criminal Correction,’ as the 
certificate reads, on the sixth day of March, 
1867.” His age still was a month under 20

years. Notwithstanding this fact, he was commis- 
sioned as a notary public. Then, presently, he was 
admitted to the bar. His law practice seems to have 
been confined chiefly to the collecting of bad debts 
and similar elementary legal jobs» It was at this 
period that he became acquainted with Prof. David- 
son and began to absorb useful knowledge that bore 
no specific relation to legal lore. Says Mr. Seitz: 

“His love of literature led him to frequent the 
German bookstore kept by Fritz Roeslein, at 22 
North Fourth street. Here many congenial spirits 
foregathered, including a bright young Austrian 
artist named Joseph Keppler, who established a Ger- 
man comic weekly called Puck, which was to be 
heard from thereafter in a wider field; Carl Schurz, 
Dr. Emil Preetorious, Udo Brachvogel (one of the 
librarians at the Mercantile Library); Prof. Louis 
Soldan, late Superintendent of Schools; Carl Daen- 
zer, founder of the Anzeiger; Dr. George Enge!man, 
botanist and meteorologist: Dr. Fredrich Kolben- 
heyer, Lieutenant-Governor H. C. Brockmeyer, Judge 
J. G. Woerner and others of note in their day. In- 
deed, he never sought any company but the best. 
The activities noted carried him well into the year 
1868, when the door to his future life opened wide.” 

The wide opening was journalistic. On the West- 
liche Post a reporter was needed. Schurz, Preetorious 
and Willich, the city editor, took counsel. A man 
named Ahrenberg, an experienced reporter, was fa- 
vored by the two owners, though they mentioned 
the name of young Pulitzer as a possibility. 

“Willich, fearing a rival in Ahrenberg, pleaded 
for Pulitzer, and as a result he was accepted. When 
Willich sent for him and revealed his good fortune 
he was amazed. 

“‘T eould not believe it,’ he once said. ‘I, the 
unknown, the luckless, almost a boy of the streets, 
selected for such a responsibility! It all seemed 
like a dream.’ 

“There was not much dreaming after he set to 
work. Willich was both wrong and right in his 
point of view. He was in no danger from the new- 
comer, so far as his position went, for the young 
reporter did not pause much between the bottom and 
the top. * * * =No task was too hard, no hours 
too long. His working day was from 10 a. m. to 
9am. He literally contributed columns to each is- 
sue and soon leaped over the head of Willich to edi- 
torial association with Schurz and Preetorious. He 
dominated the shop with his electrical energy and 
overwhelming capacity for production.” 

Mr. Seitz relates that the new reporter’s “eager- 
ness in the search of news, his still imperfect En- 
elish and his gaunt figure, topped by a bulbous head, 
with its small pointed chin, tufted with a few 
strands of red, made him a figure to be laughed 
at by his rivals on the local press other than Ger- 
man. He was guyed and misled unceasingly. But 
his good humor and persistence soon turned this at- 
titude into one ef respect, hastened somewhat when 
his ‘stories’ took the form of frequent ‘beats’ on im- 
portant local and political matters.” One of the 
English reporters was Henry M. Stanley, “destined 
to join the immortals as the explorer who was to 
turn light upon the dark continent.” 

Mr. Pulitzer soon acquired a financial interest in 
the Westliche Post, which for the first time made 
the young man independent in the matter of daily

The new man represented the West 
liche Post at Jefferson City. “This gave 
him the opportunity to observe legis 
lative and lobby methods at first hand. 
the knowledge of which he was soon to 
turn to good aceount.”” In the Fifth St. 
Louis Legislative District there was a 
vacancy caused by the resignation of the 
incumbent, a Democrat, in December, 
1869. “Rather in the light of a joke,’ 
young Pulitzer was nominated by the 
Republicans. The idea wus that no Re- 
publican would have the ghost of a 
chance. Ile accepted, aud “‘tirew him- 
self into the canvass with all the fury 
of his soul. Day and night he exhorted 
his constituency, made a personal can- 
vass of the voters, and aroused unusual 
interest in the campaign.’’ Ile was 
clected over his Democratic opponent, 
samuel A. Grantham. by a vote of 209 
to 147. ‘‘tfe was duly seated despite the 
lack of age qualification and attended 
both as a Representative and as cor- 
respondent of the Westliche Post.’ 

“He fought for honesty,”” records Mr. 
Seitz, ‘against the sale of law. and en- 
gendered muci hostility. To be in a 
position to follow up his crusades on the 
floor with the power of a newspaper of 
such strength as the Westliche Post 
then enjoyed was held unfair in the 
eyes of his fellow members. with the re- 
sult that he soon became a storm cen- 
ter.”’ 

Before he reached the ace of 24 Mr. 
Pulitzer was appointed, by Gov. B. Gratz 
Brown, one of the three Police Com- 
missioners for St. Louis. “Ile warred 
with the local gambling ring, was often 
assaulted and muh accused, but all the 
while held himself fair."" Brown had 
been clected as an independent Repub- 
lican, being the candidate of a move- 
ment fostered by Carl Schurz in pro- 
test against the corruption in the ad- 
ministration of President Grant. The 
movement spread throughout the na- 
tion, Brown being nominated for Vice 
President on the ticket with Horace 
Greeley in 1872. 
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“From the: independent Republicans 
that fought the Republican party, to 
Democracy,’ says his biographer, ‘‘and 
particularly to the Democracy that as- 
sailed publie robbery, the large-minded, 
patriotic Democracy of the Tilden cam- 
paign, was but a very short step, and 
Mr. Pulitzer cut loose from bis old po- 
litical associates in all ways. He went 
into the Democratic campaign (1876) 
heart and soul, making speeches that 
were illuminating and convincing and 
had great success with the masses. 
* *,. © The speeches he made in In- 
diana and Missouri ranked far above 
the level of campaign eloquence, in that 
or in most political campaigns.”” 

Just prior to the Tilden-Hayes cam- 
paign Mr. Pulitzer had returned from 
a long trip to Kurope, having at last 
become prosperous through fortunate 
German newspaper investments in St. 
Louis. That was, in fact, his second 
leisurely Furopean tour, for even the 
disastrous defeat of Greeley and Brown 
in 1872, Greeley dying from the shock, 
worked to the advantage of Mr. Pulitzer, 
who, as we have seen, had supported the 
ticket and the movement most strong- 
ly. Says Seitz: 

“Life was a. littiec dull after all the 
excitement of the campaign. The West- 
liche Past had suffered from the defeat, 
and Mr. Pulitzer was too high-geared 
for his elder associates. Therefore, in a 
few months, he sold his interest in the 
paper to Schurz and Preetorius for 
$30,000 and took a holiday. He visited 
his old home and relatives in Hungary 
and enjoyed an extended tour of the 
Continent.”’ 

Hie retuned from Europe in the midst 
of certain newspaper changes in St. 
Louis. The Statts-Zeitung, a German 
daily with an Associated Press morning 
service franchise, went on the rocks. 
Mr. Pulitzer “bid in the bankrupt Ger- 
man sheet for a song, on Jan. 6, 1874. 
Ife ran it but one day. selling the fran 
chise to the (morning: Globe for. $20. 
000." 


Mr. Pulitzer, who had lived at the 
Lindell Hotel on Washington avenue as 
he progressed on the Westliche Post, 
“took rooms at 1547 Papin street, and 
bought another saddlehorse, one of the 
handsomest in the city, and rode much. 
khach morning as he set out he would 
usually have for companions Col. J. 
C. Normile and Col. J. L. Torrey. The 
three were exceptional horsemen, splen- 
didly mounted, and the cavaleade usu- 
ally brought the ladies of the neighbor- 
hood to the windows to admire their 
erace and splendor.’’ 

Parenthetically, it is of interest to 
make note here of the fact, not men- 
tioned by Mr. Seitz, that Col. Torrey 
was the originator of the “rough rider’ 
idea in the Spanish-American War, a 
hit of cleverness credited commonly to 
the late Theodore Roosevelt. But in the 
days of their youth these three St. 
LLouisans were gentlemen riders, the re- 
verse of rough. Mr. Pulitzer, always 
well groomed, was a figure in the social 
life of St. Louis in those days. We 
learn that he was a neighbor of Cari 
Schurz, who lived with a very agree- 
able family, the Baimers, at 1548 Papin 
street. “The daughters were quite 
musical, and when the German opera 
stars came to St. Louis their home be- 
came a center of delight to music loy- 
ers, of whom Mr. Pulitzer was one. He 
always called the young ladies of the 
family ‘The Nightingales.” Sunday 
nights were gala affairs at the Balmer 
mansion, and none contributed more to 
their gaiety than ‘J. P.’” 

Mr. Pulitzer attended many of the 
balls and parties, but “idleness, however 
much embellished, was never Yo his 
taste, and he soon turned his attention 
to public affairs.” In 1874 he stumped 
the State, assailing Grant's administra- 
tion and the carpet baggers. The next 
year he was a delegate to the Constitu- 
tional Convention at Jefferson City, “to 
revise a Constitution passed in 1865, 
based not upon human rights but upon 
evil conditions growing out of the Civil

When the Dauntless 
again set sail, with fresh water and 
more canned food aboard, she was a dis- 
armed craft. trusting still more implicit- 
lv in the protection of Providence. 

Sparks seems not to have worried 
about his disarming. Thus far he had 
found no use for either of his weapons. 
He had ridden the high seas safely all 
the way from Henolulu and had made 
his first landing amongst friendly peo- 
ple—a populace that believed in law 
enfercement, as his experience proved. 
It was eerly last spring, and he sailed 
from Tandaz down the east coast of 
Mindanao, across the turbulent mouth 
of Davyio Gulf and along the Cotabato 
coast to Matimas. another Filipino town, 
having rounded Cape San Augustine and 
made this point without an intermedi- 
ate landing. It was the worst season of 
the vear for coast craft in that area, 
vet the rapt Hoosier met with no mis- 
hap. 

Last April 17 Sparks sailed from Ma- 
timas, where he found the natives friend- 
lv, for Zamboanga, ocean port of Min- 
danao, about 100 miles distant.

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Looted and stripped clean, down to 
the bare mast, the Dauntless was found 
stranded on the shore of Gatuean Is- 
land, in Sabaguey Bay, a lonely Philip- 
pine outpost, many miles off the course 
to Zamboanga and nearly four months 
from tine time she left Matimas. 

That island is peopled largely by native 
Moros. who are described as fierce and 
treacherous. Along the coast line they 
lie in wait for possible loot. When, 
much later, news of the finding of the 
skipperless dory reached the officials 
at Manila, capital of the Philippines, 
efforts were instituted toward finding 
Ira Sparks, or learning something defi- 
nite as to his fate. 

He has not been found. nor any trace 
of him. Nor has any explanation of his 
disappearance, save the stripped boat, 
resulted from the inquiry. But the of- 
ficials who have ‘had the matter in 
hand point to the condition of the craft 
when found. All of Sparks’ supplies 
were missing. Everything that could 
be of any use to the natives had been

sailed from that port, containing an ac- 
count of a farewell party given in honor 
of the Crusader, was found in the cabin. 

Sparks had been in good health and 
fine cheer when he landed at Tandag 
and at Matimas. What happened? The 
theory is that a crew of Moro pirates, 
sailing a small boat known as a vinta, 
overtook and overwhelmed the unarmed 
navigator. Those natives are skillful 
seamen. Their boats are swift. The 
“inspired carpenter” could be no match 
for them, either as seaman or as self- 
defender at close quarters. Was the 
Dauntless boarded by the pirates and 
‘her lone skipper slain with the terrible 
krisses, his body thrown overboard to 
the fishes? Such is the belief of those 
who have made belated report of the 
untimely ending of the cruise of the 
pilgrim carpenter.

$40,000, bat William Hyde, an experi- 
enced newspaper man, expressed the 
view that it was not ‘worth a damn.’ 
Its plant was a wreck, its type worn out, 
its credit in the community gone, and its 
whole outlook completely forlorn. Great 
sums had been sunk in it, and no one 
dreamed that any of the lost money 
eould be retrieved. 

“Samuel Arnoid, acting for Mr. Pu- 
litzer, offered $2500 for the Dispatch 
and its belongings, subject to a $36,000 
Hien. His was the only bid and the 
paper was knocked down at that price.

\fter moving a veritable mountain of earth and rock, the job got under way: the first footings were poured November 28th, 
1923, and one vear later to the dav, November 28th, 1924, the building was completed and accepted by the architects and the owners, 
being seventeen days ahead of the contract date; incidentally netting the contractcrs $17,000 One thousand dollars per day being 
the penalty or bonus for each day the work was completed after or before the contract time.
